Am not ignorant how much 
& revelation is necetlary to un- 
derſtand this book of the 
Revelation, and that Inter- 


© terpretation. It ,1was the 
modeſt and ingenuous Conteſſion of the 
learned © Arias Montanus , That after thirty * Ie Pre- 
years ſtudying the Scriptures , with the help —_ 
of the moſt Judicious Expoſitors, yet he un- 
derſtood onely two or three Chapters of this 
Book ; and hence was wont to ſay, That the 
Expoſitors were as difhcult to be underſtood 
as the Text,there being many Comments that 
may be more properly termed Obſcurities, 


than Expoſitions, on the Revelation. Yet 
B though

though ſome things are laid down myſtically 
in abſtruſe terms, to exerciſe the Judgment 
of the wiſeſt ; yet others are more familiarly 
expreſſed, to fuccour the infirmity of the 
weakeſt. Some indeed are ſuch Depths, 
wherein Elephants may ſwim ;/ but there are 
others ſuch Shallows, wherein Lambs may 
wade. My Text is one of thoſe through 
which an ordinary Ingenuity may wade ; 
neither are the words cloathed with thoſe 
difficulties which are originally incident to 
other places of this book. 

The preceding Chapter gives you a deſcri- 
ption of that Mother of Fornications, the 
Whore of Babylon, as ſhe was repreſented to 
the Apoſtle in a Viſton. In the 16th verle, 
he foretels her ruine, and propounds the me- 
thod of Gods ſeverity therein, in the certain- 
ty, ſuddenneſs, and inevitability of her de- 
ſtruction : And in my Text, cautions all 
Gods people to avoid her fins, leſt they ſmart 
by her puniſhment; to come out of her ido- 
latries , leſt they be wrapt up in her deſtru- 
Ction. 

In the words, you have two things con- 
liderable. 

1.A 
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:. A Command, Come ont of her (1. e.) ont 
of Babylon. 

2. The ground and reaſon thereof , and 
that is ewofold, (1.) leſt ye be partakers of ber 
ſine, (2.) of ber plagues. 

The: words need not much explication 3 
and I rhe not to make Truths, plain in them- 
ſelves, difficult by my obſcure handling 
of- them. Ir was the unhappineſs of the 
School-men, to ravel and enſnarl the plaineft 
traths of the Goſpel, with their nice diſtin- 
Gtions, and perplexed abſtruſe notions ; 
( wherein,as OuintihanOrators, Multa loguumtur, 
fed nibil dicunt ; ) which otherwiſe might be 
wound off by an ordinary Underſtanding. 
Bur what Explication they need , you ſhall 
have in this ſhort Paraphraſe. 

Come out of her, | Exite ex illa, mi popule. 
'Tis not to be fo much underſtood of a bo- 
dily departure, in regard of a cohabitation 
and Preſence, as of a ſpiritual ſeparation, in 
reſpe&t of Faith and Religion. Come out 
of her Judgment and Doctrine, her Faith 
and Worſhip. The words ſeem to be ta- 
ken out of Yer. 5 1. 6. Flee out of the midſt of 
Babylon , and deliver every man bis foul : be 
B 2 not 


In locum. 
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wot cut off in her iniquity. And, Fer. 50. 8. 
Remove out of the mid$ of Babylon, and go 
forth. - And, Iſai. 48. 20. Go forth of Baby- 
lon : flee from her , (i.e. ) depart from her 
Communion : Recedite, recedite, as Tunins and 
Tremellins read the words ; depart quickly ; 
come not near this Peſthoule, as you would 
avoid InfeCtion. | 

My people ] i.e. By ſingular care,reſpet,and 
affeftion ; my people , by ſpecial favour and 
covenant 3 you that have owned my Name, 
profeſſed Religion in the power and purity 
of it, O go out of her; defile not your 
garments by Babylor's Idolatries ; for if you 
rouch her, you will pollute your felves. 

Ont of her | (i. e. ) Babylon. We finde 
particular mention of three Babylons in Hi- 
ſtory. 

1. Babylon of Aſſyria , ſtanding on the 
River Exphrates, where was the contuſion of 
Languages, and where the Jews were in Ca- 
ptivity 3 which place is taxed in Scripture for 
{dolatry , and other Heaven-daring Iniqui- 
ries. | 
2. Babylon in Egypt, ſtanding on the River 
Nilus, and for diſtinction called Babylon /E- 

g yPtio- 
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gyptiorum ; thought to be aimed at by Se 
Peer, 1 Epilt. 5 ry3. verſ. Out of the ru- 
ines of this, aroſe that great City Cayr. 

3- Babylon myſtical, whereot Babylon of Aſ- 
ſyria - was a type 3 and this is Rowe, which 
( though the great Favourers of that corrupt. 
Church have endeavour'd to caſt all obſcuritics 
imaginable on this Interpretation,yet )without 
the leaſt ſhadow of (ſcruple, is here to be un- 
derſtood ; and the Whore of Babylon is. ( by 
all circumſtances ) that State or Regiment 
of a People that were then the Inhabitants of 
Rome , or did belong thereto. But of this,

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And, (3.) Pana, que debetur. The a is 
tranſient, but yet refle&s guilt, and guile 
bindes over to puniſhment. And hence, in 
the Original , fin and pum{hment have one 
and the fame name; to note to us, that 
where fin is in the Premiſes, there deſtruction 
will be in the Concluſion. 


From the words thus explained, there re- 
ſult theſe four Dofrinal Conclufions. 

1. That Chriſtians muſt be very careful 
leſt they communicate with idolatrous per- 
{ons. 

2. That thoſe perſons , of all others, who 
have owned and profefſed the Name of God, 
aſſerted his Cauſe, and born teſtimony to his 
Truth, ſhould be moſt careful of defiling 
themſelves with idolatrous practices. 

3- That the Idol practiſed in the 
Church of Rome , is a ſufficient ground for 
our ſeparation from her. 

4- That to partake of a peoples fin, is to 
be involved in that peoples ruine. 

I ſhall wrap up all theſe in this one Pro- 
poſition : 

That it muſt be the great care of all Chri- 


ſtians,

ſtians, who would not run the hatard of their 
Eternal Salvation , to come out of Babylon, 
to ſeparate themielves from the Faith and 
Religion of the preſent Church of Rome. 

In the proſecution whereof, I ſhall do 
theſe three things. 

1. I ſhall ſhew that Babylon here is meant 

of Rome. 

2. What detection this myſtical Babylon 
hath made from her Primitive Purity 
and Integrity. 

3- The Grounds of our Separation , to- 
gether with the unpoſſibilitcy of a Re- 
conciliation. 

For the firſt, that Babylon here is meant of 
Rome, is moſt excellently done to my hand, 
both by Ancient and Modern Writers : So 
that to ſay any thing after them, were but to 
light a Candle to the Sun when ſhe appears in 
her Meridian glory. It you do bur caſt your 
cyc on the former Chapter, you will tinde 
enough, and I ſhall need no-more to prove 
it. Then, 

I. The Woman , that is, the Whore of 
Babylon, is ſaid to be a City: which reigneth 
over the Kings of the Earth; and this was

-onely the Roman Monarchy at that time, 
there being no other City in the world but 
this,that had ſuch a Juriſdiction. 

And fo it is expounded not onely by ſome 
Greek Authors, but by moſt Latine Writers ; 
as Irenens, Tertullian, St. Ambroſe, St. Jerome, 
St. Auguſtine , arid others. Proſper, allo a 


7 Latine Writer, ſaith , Who cannot underſtand 


what City it is that carrieth a cup full of Abo- 
minations, of Uncleanneſs , and fornication of 
the whole Earth, when that is called Eternal 
which is but Temporal ® Verily, it is a namc 
of Blaſphemy , when mortal men are called 
Divi, Gods , and their Suppliants ſay unto 
them, To your divine Power, to your Altars, 
and to your Eternity. This the Learned know 
to be the City of Rome, which was called 
Urbs Miterna , and wherein the Emperours 
were called Gods ; and the People flattered 
them with Altars, and Tules of divine Power 
and Eternity , as now-they do their Popes 
with the like Antichriſtian terms of The moſt 
Holy, and Towr Holineſs : Who have alſo as 
blaſphemous rokens'of. Divinity, as any of 
the heathen/Emperours Had, mi their Triple- 
Crowns , |riding. on! mens: ſhoulders , their 

UG being 
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being attended on by Kings and Emperours ; 
their Thrones in Churches , higher than Al- 
tars ; and ſuch-like magniticene Pomps of Hea- 
thenith and Antichriſtian pride. 
Ambroſins Ansbertus, a Latine Writer alſo, «,,,,,. 
850 years ſince , calls Rome the ſecond Ba- i545 
'bylon , who ſitting aloft on her ſeven Hills, ** + + 
rules the Scepter of the whole world : and in &:. ” 
the name of that City, 1s figured the power 
of the whole carthly Dominions. Hence, 
IL. In the ſeventh verſe , ſhe is faid to fit 
on 4 beaft having ſeven heads and ten horns ; 
which ſeven heads be * ſeven hills where- *ciss 4. 
on the woman fitteth, Now 'tis well known #x1uiic,. 
not onely to learned Chriſtians, but to Hea- Ca 
thens themſelves , that Rome alone is a City 5 int 
built on ſeven hills. tines, ni 
This is thought to be a very filly Argu- $a 
ment by that Renegado Sanders and others, 
by the feven hills ro prove the See of Anti- 
chriſt to be at Rome, becauſe the City is now 
gone from the Hills, and ſtandeth in the 
Plain of Campws Martins ; and the Pope 
fitteth on the other fide of the River. To 
which it is well anſwered , That though the 
greateſt part of the City be not now on the

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ſeven Hills , and his Unholineſs his Palace of 
Pleaſure be on the other ſide the River, yet 
——. theſe hills ſtand Churches, Abbeys, and 
—_— Monaſteries, where the Papal Authority is 
tin execution ; and there is never an one 
of thoſe hills whereon the preſent Religion 
of Rome is not praftiſed. Being galled with 
this, they make two Romes ; Rome Pagan, 
and Rowe Chriſtian. The Whore ſpoken 
of, is, they ſay, Heatheniſh Kome, whych was 
ruled by thoſe Monſters of mankind, Nero, 
Domitian, Calignla, &c. who writ their Laws, 
and rouled their Garments in the bloud of 
Chriſtians : but the Chriſtian Rowe is not 
here meant. Whereas 'tis obvious to every 
one that hath but common rational notions 
alive within him , whoſe Conſcience is not 
ite vitiated, and Minde putrified with noi- 
{me Luſts, but muſt fee, that the preſent 
Rome, in reſpe@ of State, Princely Dominion, 
and Cruelty un perſecuting the Saints of God, 
is'all one with the Heatheniſh Empire ; the 
See of the Biſhop being turned into the Court 
of the Emperour, and Shambles of the But- 

cher. 
ciup.17. To avoid this;they farther fay, That Beby-

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lon is drenk with the bloud of the Saints and 
Martyrs, ſhed not in Rome, but in Feruſalen, 
where the Lord was crucified ; and the two 
Prophets being (lain, lie there in the ſtreets. 

This is excellently anſwered by St, Hie- 
rome, who faith, That it is not meant of Te- 
ruſalem, but of Rome ; and Chriſt is faid to be 
crucihed there, cither, 

1. Becauſe the Authority whereby he was 
crucified was from the Roman Empire ; or, 

2. Becauſe Chriſt in his Members was, 
and is dayly there crucified, though locally 
in his own perſon he was crucitied at Feruſa- 
lem. But beſides the Authority of Scripture 
in this caſe, it were eafie & adde, ( in the 
third pace, ) 

. The favour and defence which this Ex- 
te hath received from a mulcitude of 
Antient and Modern learned men. Hence 
Se. Bernard ſaith, That the Beaſt ſpoken of in 
the Apocalypſe , to which @ mouth is given to 
ſpeak blaſphemies , aud to make war with the 
Saints , is now-gotten into St. Peter's Chair, 
as a Lion prepared for his Prey. And in a- 
nother place, ſpeaking of the Romith Prieſt- 
hood, They are called { Gith he ) the Mini- 

C 2 
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ſters of Chriſt , yet ſerve Antichriſt. And 
Petrarch faith, Once Rome, but now Babylon. 
And Joachim Abbas , Antichriſt was low 
ſince in Rome , and now ſtrives every 
moment to get higher and higher. 

4. And laſtly, I anſwer, That it was ſuch 
a Babylon, that tor a while Gods people were 
lawfully in her ; but when her Corruptions 
did increaſe, they were commanded to- de- 
part 3 which cannot be affirmed of Rome Pa- 
gan, but of Rowe Papal : and therefore, Cone 
out of her, my people. 

This brings me to the ſecond thing , viz. 
the great deteGion this Church hath made 
trom her Primitive Purity and Integrity. 

The Spouſe is now become an Harlot, 
and the chaft Virgin a Mother of Fornica- 
tions : her Apoſtacy is now as infamous as 
ever her Faith was glorious. Some things 
ſhe is confeſſed to hold right ; as,a true God 
in three Perſens; true Scripture, though with 
additions; a true Chriſt ; though mangled 
with foul and erroneons conſequences ; true 
Baptiſm , though hamefully deformed with 
rotten Traditions : and if you compare Rome 
Chriſtian with Rowe Roman, you will ſee her 
defeCtion in theſe five grand inſtances there- 
of. 1. In

i. In the. unlimited Juriſdiction of. | the 
Friple-Crown. The Councils of Baſil and 
Conſtance decreed, that a general Council was 
of greater Authority than the, Pope, and that 
he ought to be ſubject to it. 

Fhe Council of Nice. appointed him his 
bounds and limits ; and the Council of Chak 
cedon made the Biſhop of Conftantinople e- 
qual with him in Authority and Jurifdiction. 
And Gregory himſclt., who fate in. the Papal 
Chair, writes, That whoever ſtiles huntelt 
Univerſal Biſhop, or deſires to. be called fo, 
is the forerunner of Antichriſt ; and many 
learned Papiſts believed this to be true. But 
ſince that time the caſe is much altered : for 
the Councils of Lateran and Trent have de- 
termined the contrary ; infomuch ; that' he 
whoſe Primitive ſtile was Serwart of ſervants, 
doth now exelt himſelf above all that is called 
God. The beginning of this Supremacy 0- 
ver other Biſhops, was in Boniface the thisd's 
time 3 who, with great ado, obtained of 
Phocas ( a fit Maſter to-prefer ſuch a Ser- 
vant) to be made Occumenical' Byhop : 
Which Authority his Succeflors have enlar- - 
ged ; and now his Janizaries, the Jeſuits, cell 
us

ns- he is that Statue in Daniel , which ſoall 
eruſb in - pieces all the Kings and King 


modoms 4 | 
the Earth. He may, as Boſuzs faith, depoſe 


Kings for juſt cauſes, and without any cauſe 
alſo. Ir belongs to him ( faith Sanders ) to 
pronounce Kings Hereticks, to declare their 
Subgzedts exempt from Allegiance, and that 
they ought to be depoſed, it they will nor 
Blade it for Chriſt ; that is, for the ' Popes 
Tyranny and Luft. And. this is. not onely 
matter of their Faith, but Fact. 

2. Not onely in the Supremacy, but alſo 
in the Holy Sacrament of the Lords Supper ; 
for at firſt the people recerved it under both 
kindsor the ſpace of a thouland years. And 
( ſaith Myraldius ) The Roman Order comman- 
ded the Wine to be conſerated , that the People 
might fully communicate, And the antient 
Lirurgies of their own: Church do tell us, 
that the People received 'the Wine as well as 
the Bread. Nay , Cajetan ( as eminent a 
Member as ever their Church boaſted of ) 
confefleth, that the "Cuftom endured a long 
time m the Church, even until cheir ſo-much- 
admired Council of Conſtance forbad it ; and 
then the Romianiſts alrered their minde. '

3- Her defection hath been moſt notori- 
ous in that monſtreus Tenet of Tranfubſtan- 
tiation 3 a Dodrine lately brought in, 'and 
made matter of Faith by Iznocent the third, 
in the Lateran Council , within thefe four 
hundred years : before which trme no man 
was obliged to believe it , but all men were 
left to their own liberties ; whereas now 'tis 
accounted Herefie to deny it, and\worthy of 
Bonds, the Inquiſition, a Stake, and Hell: 

4- In the Worſhip of Images; -” at firſt 
that Church admitted of no Image at all, 
either parnted or carved ;, no not t Aw ge of 
Chriſt himſelf ( faith Erafuns ) to be ſet up 
in Churches : And when they began to be 
uſed, the Church of Rome her (elf forbad any 
Worhip to be given to:them;, ab ars by 
Gregory's Epiſtles to Severnt.

Waorſbip of Images," for fear of Idolatry'> And 
when the Nicene Council brought them in for 
ornament, even. then they demed them 
Worſhip, 

5- In the - great Article of (Juſtification, 
the moſt eminent Pillars of eheir Church 
having 
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having denied Juſtification by Works, ( as 
Thomas Aquinas, and othess. ) yet the Conn- 
cil of Trent varied from them , and thruſt in 
mans inherent Righteouſneſs as the formal 
cauſe of his Juſtification. 

Now a Church that hath made theſe De- 
feftions , and hath introduced ſuch horrid 
Errours, ſhould be ſeparated from ; Come ont 
of: her, ry, people : which leads me to the con- 
{ideration” of the various Cauſes of this A 
ſtacy ; which may be referred either to, 

r1.. Her Pride and Ambition. Tis well 
known what arrogance that Church became 
guilty of, when Tertull;aiz in his time com- 
plained de Inſolentia Cleri Romani. And Lu- 
ther 'calls them +Silk arid [Sattin Divines, ' to 
whoſe proud Spirits -the poor” and contem- 
ptible way 'of Chriſt could 'not comporr. 
In that Aſtertion of theirs, how do they ex- 
tol. their Prieſthood ! Creatura: paruit Joſhue, 
at Presbyteris Creator ; Sol illi, at his Deus quo- 
tieſcunque verha; ſacra promintiat : The Crea- 
ture obeyed Joſhua , but the Creator doth the 
Priefts ; the Sun yielded to him, but to theſe 
as often as they pronounce the words of Conſecra- 
tion, [doth God yield. - On "this conceit it is, 
that

that''they ' degrade all "Temporal Princes 
( thoſe Umbratiles Dit ) . making them ſtand 
bare-foot. at their great Biſhops gate, hold 
his Stitrup,yea their own Crowns at his cour- 
relic; exempting all their Eccleſiaſtical Sub- 
zes from their Juriſdiction , and all the reſt 
from their Allegiance.

19, 20. and makes it a 
renunciation of our Allegiance to him, to 
go any where elſe for Counſel or DireQion, 
than to the written Word. But we know 
wherein the inſufficiency of the Scripture 
lyes; they are ſufficient enough for God's 
ends, but not for the Pope's ends ; they are / 
able to furniſh every Chriſtian in the world

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Firft, As they have painted it, and thereby 
recommended it to the view of their igno- 
rant admirers. We read of ſtrange things 
of certain Painters, how admirably they caſt 
and ſhadowed their works; but the skiltulleſt 
Painters that ever were, are the Jeſuits and 
School-men, the workmen of the Church of 
Rome; not the famous Zemnxis, or antient 
Polignotus, or Phidias, did ever beſtow ſuch 
pains on their Images, as theſe have done on 
their Idol the Papacie : They. have made 
choice of the moſt exquiſite devices that all 
the Hereſies in the world could afford , to 
put the ſame mto their Religion. No Policy 
in Machiavel, no Sophiftry in Ariſtotle, or 
Eloquence im Txlly, but they have contrived 
it into their Image : and, fave Truth and 
Sincerity, there is nothing wanting. 

The Evangelical Prophet, Ifaz. 44. 1 1,9c. 
ſets down a lively deſcription of this matter ; 
whereby ( deriding the folly of the Gentiles ) 
he fitly ſhews ns the Idolatry of Rome , and 
the manner how the Ido]-Religion thereof 
was framed and ſet on foot : For at the firſt 
( you ſee) it was but a rude Block, rough- 


hewn by bungling- Workmen that were not 


their 
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their Crafts-maſters, till the Smith,Carpenter, 
and Painter came, every one in his place, and 
| ſhewed his skill. This is ingeniouſly. ap- py. w. is 
| plied by a very learned man of our own , to © 5% 
che Church of Rome. of the tras 
1. The Canoniſts, like Black-ſmiths, blew 
with the Bellows of their Decrees, and hea- 
ted and hammered it in the Coals of the 
Popes Conſtitutions. Theſe were Gratiar, 
Pope Jobn, Gregory, and Boniface, with their 
Apprentices that ſerved them ; Hoſtienſis, 
Innocent, Panormitane, and others of that black 
and ſmutty Profeſſion. 
Secondly, The Carpenters that took it in 
hand, were the Fryars and School-men : Theſe 
ſtretched their line of Method over it , pla» 
ned it with Diſtinctions where it was rough ; 
and by their Logick and Philoſophy, brought 
it into- better ſhape and form : Thele were 
T. Aquinas , Scotus, Bonaventure, Alexander 
Hales, and others. 
Having thus gotten an handſome ſhape 
and faſhion, the Council of Lateran poliſhed 
it over again, gave it Joynts to ſtand upon : 
The Councils of Conſtance and Baſil altered 
the faſhion. of it w ſome particular parts 
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for Senenſis and Cuſanus thought the head 4 
ſtood too high above the ſhoulders, and *' 
would have it bowed down a little lower. 
Art laſt they brought it to Trent, tothe hands ? 
of their beſt Workmen, who moulded it 4 ” 
capite ad calcem , and ſet it up again, when 
the worms had well-nigh conſumed it : Since * 
which, came in the third fort of Workmen, 
= 
Thirdly, The Painters ( z. e. ) the Jeſuits; | 
and there is no colour which they have not | 
tried, to render it beautiful. Some with 
Varniſh and Plaiſter , ſtop up the cracks ; 
and Bellarmine was happily born to do them 1 
this ſervice. Others, as Baronins and Surins, , 
caſt a ſhadow over it with other colours. - 
Sextus Senenſis, and Poſſevine , brag of the ® 
Workmanſhip, flatter the Workmen,and exif 
tol the Idol. And thus at laſt they have poli- 
ſhed their Idol,and ſet it before the Lord's Ark : 2 
And by this means they have attracted the eyes 
and hearts of their deluded followers , inſo- 
much that all that worſhip not this Image, muſt - 
into the fiery Furnace , and be offered as a 
Sacrifice to the fury of their Rowiſh Moloch. - 
Now that which they are fo fond of in this *

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Religion,is its ſuitableneſs to their ſenſual inte- 
reſis and aftectionsthe greateſt part of which, 
cafeth them from taking any pains in ſpiritual 
things.As for Example : They muſt ferve God, 
_ there be ways to dilpence and turn the 

ritual Service into a Corporal, which is 
Mars eaſter. Sinners muſt have Gods pardon, 


' or they cannot be ſaved ; but the diſpenſation 


” hereot is committed, with the Keys, to Chriſts 


Vicar , who hath power to rcleale them by 
the Sacraments of the Altar and Penance. 
Hence the Pope hath mens Conlſciences at his 
devotion ; into which he flides, under the 
retence of being St. Peter's Succeſlor, ;- then 
blmdes their- eyes, by taking away the Scri- 
ptures ; and ſtops their ears,.. by perſiwading 
them to hear none but himſelt : And hereby 
thouſands are betrayed into the hands of E- 
ternal Ruine. This is the firſt thing ſhewn,

Intheir Attempts on England ever ſince 
the Reformation. That at this very day, 
King and Kingdom, Liberty and Eſtate, Life 
and Religion , are deſigned for Sacrifices to 
Popiſh Cruelty. Think, O Lucifer, and ima- 
gine, O Prince of Darkneſs, a more hellith 
delipne, if thou canſt ! What darkneſs would 
cover our Land , when our Sun and Moon 
( the great Ones of the State ) ſhould be tur. 
ned into Bloud > What would become of 
us, if theſe Philiftims bad taken our Ark 7 
How ſoon would our Miniſters be turn- 


cd into corners, or ſent to Heaven #n 
fiery Chariots ? Our Bibles turned into Pi-

| Rome in an hour ; And at Carthage there 


was a Proje& ſet on foot to cut off at once 
the Nobleſt and Loyalcſt Families in the 
State. But had not this been abortive (which 
God grant it may ever be ) it would have 
proved the Funcral of all our Sanctuaries, 
the Grave of all our Religion, the Dooms- 
day of all our Liberties, the Ruine of King 


and 
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and Kingdom ; a Treaſon made up of ſuch 
monſtrous complicated Circumſtances , that 
all others ſeemed to be drown'd and loſe 
their name in this. Thus much as to the 


Dodrinal part. 


From what hath been ſaid, may naturally 
be inferred, 

[. The impollibility of Reconciliation to 
ſuch an Apoſtatiz'd Church. I know there 
are ſome who think that there is little difte- 
rence between the two Churches of England 
and Rome, and undertake to ſhew us the (c- 
veral Advances the one hath made towards 
the other ; and thele are cither, 

1. Some Politick Romaniſts, who hereby 
would extenuate the foulneſs of Popery ; 
or, 

2. Some ignorant and looſe Proteſtants, 
who live void of the knowledge and conſci- 
ence of all Religion; men who live ranquan 
peniterent non pecndes natos, as if they repen- 
red they were not made Beaſts ; whole Rea- 
ſon 1s their burden , and light of mind their 
offence ; who are ſo given up to their ſen- 
lual Appetites, as if they were all fleſh, and 

Ll 2 had 
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had no Spirit; who rake up (thoſe heaven- 
ly Sparks ) their Souls in aſhes, never conli- 
dering their original capacity and end, or + 
that Viaticum Aternitatis, provilion that is to 
be made for them unto Eternity. Thele men 
are moulded for Heatheniſh as well as Popiſh 
Impreſſions. 

But it we rightly conſider the Purity of 
our own Church, and the Apoſtacy and Cor- 
ruptions of the Church of Rome, you will 
finde an impoſſibility of Reconciliation : 
For (rebns ſic ftantibus ) as the cale is, that 
Church muſt pur off it ſelf, and ceaſe to be 
what it is , ere it can begin to be once again 
what it was ; for Subſtance, Credit, Fame, 
Vertue, and Honour have at once forſaken 
her , and by long diſuſe have lett her worſe 
than naught. Neither can we fcc how theſe 
houſes can be repaired, but they muſt be 
pulled down to the very foundations, and 
then buile from the ground : But if there be 
any poſſibility, it muſt come either trom her 
{elf or others ; not from her ſclt, becauſe ſhe 
obſtinately detends her Errours not onely 
with Tongue and Pen , but with Fire and 
Sword , and will not yield fo much as that 


the 
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ſhe can erre ; refuſing to amend thoſe noto- 
rious Abuſes which by the moderate Verdi& 
of her ele& Cardinals are condemned,and by 
the palpable Flatterics of her laſt and worſt 
Paraſites ( the Jeſuits ) is grown not onely 
ſecure , but more proud and arrogant than 
ever ſhe was. Can it be then trom others ? 
How oft hath this been endeavoured to no 

urpolſe ? Rome may be lacked and battered 
( as it hath ofren been ) by Miltary Forces, 
bur purged by Admonitions , Convictions, 
and Centures, it will never be. Now the 
impoſſibility of our Reconciliation ( beſides 
theſe things I have already named ) ariſeth 
from the pride and uſurpation of the Head 
of their Church, being armed with that Poſi- 
tion , That he cannot Erre. This , without 
hope of Reconciliation, divideth Chriſtendom ; 
and many other DoCQtrinal Controverſies are 
{abrilly kept on foot, to be a Stalking-horle 
for this. 

Adde to this, their hatred againſt our Re- 
ligion above all others: Jews and Grecians 
are tolerated in Rome it (elt; their Ceremo- 
nies, Synagogues, Services, yea, and Circum- 


cilion it (elf adminiſtred to the dead as well 
as 
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as to the living 3 by which the Romaniſts de- 
clare themlclves to be better triends to the 
Turks and Jews than to the Proteſtants : 
not to inſiſt on that deteſtable Virulence of 
their Tongues, and Gall in their Ink, againſt * 
our firſt Reformers ; which hath not ſtayed 
there, but broken out into their moſt barba- 
rous Butcherics and cruel Bloud-theddings. 
They oblige the Conlſciences of Catho- 
licks to a Separation from all our Eccleti- 
aſtical Aſſemblies , are afraid that any of our 
Books ( eſpecially our Tranſlations of the 
Bible ) ſhould be read in any of their Do- 
minions ; and where they cannot turn , will 
be fure to burn Proteſtants. O the many 
miſerable Maſlacres , Canibal-like Confpira- 
cics , and tragical Murders , that they wat | 
been guilty of ! Who are ignorant what 
Fiercenel(s, Fears, and Fires were raiſed to 
conſume the innocent bodies of the Saints 
living and dead; and that in ſuch fort, as 
every corner of the Land ſcemed as hot as 
Nebuchadnezz.ar's Furnace , even feven times 
hotter than it uſed to be; wherein were to 
be caſt whoſoever would not fall down and 
worſhip the Image which that Romuth Nebn- 
chadnezz.ar had erected. Now 
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Now what Arguments can be uſed to per- 
(wade us of their Reconciliation to us, either 
in the whole or in part of our Religion, ſince 
they deem it no other than a peccant humour 
neceſlary to be purged out every few years, 
either by Murder, 1t it prevail in the Head, 
or by Maſſacre, it in the Body of any Nation ; 
And rather than it ſhould not, they will not 
ſtick with Blaſſoes ( at the Commandment 
of their great Gracchns to ſet on fire the 
Capitol it ſelf, to lay hands on ſacred Maje- 
ſty, and to imbrue them in his Royal bloud ; 
to ſubvert Religion , to ſacrifice our Lives, 
Liberties, and all, ro their ambirious Luſts 
and Revenge. When then you are willing 
that your Souls ſhall be damned, and Bodies 
deſtroyed, then think of Reconciliation. 

Il. Let us now fee our duty ; which is, 
firſt, to hate and oppoſe the Popilh, and to 
embrace and keep cloſe to the Proteſtant 
Religion. 

Firſt, Hate and oppole the Popiſh Religion. 
Let the high praiſes of God be in our months, 
and a two-edged ſword in our hands, to be a- 
wvenged on that Scarlet Whore , that Mother of 
Fornications , that hath made her ſelf drunk 

with 
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with the bloud of the Saints and Martyrs of | 
Feſuws. They muſt be puniſhed by us, or ! 
we ſhall be fo by them. Let's make no 
friendihip with angry men , much leis with * 
bloody men : Tis the greateſt honour that | 
can be put upon us, to be Inſtruments of 
their deſtruction. This duty reſpects us mn 
whatever relations we are, be we cither Ma- © 
viſtrates, Miniſters, or private Chriſtians. 

The Magiſtrates, by repreſling thole Per- 
verters of our Faith, and encouraging Prote- 
ſtant Principles and Praftices. Tis not Rea- 
{on of State, but Ruine of State, to gratific 
thole men who would rejoyce to fee our 
Glory in the duſt. 

Miniſters, by preaching up the excellency 
of this way, preſerving the pattern of whole- 
ſome words, and ſpeaking the things which be- 
come found DoSirine ; to take heed of their 
own mixtures , and not adulterate the Do- 
Arine of Faith to pleaſe men. The beauty 
of heavenly Truths wants not the paint ei- 
ther of Humane or Heretical Additions. The © 
Babes of Chriſt muſt be fed with ſincere 
Milk; and the forenels of mens eyes muſt not 
hinder the Lights of the Church trom ſhining.

and Everlaſting Lite. 
Now in this oppoſition we are ro a re- | 
ſolutely and valiantly : Dangers muft be ;

Zeal being the beauty of Chriſtian Under- 
takings , unanimouſly,and with one conſent : 
For how eaſily will Errour prevail , when © 
the Proteſtant Champions are divided among 
themſelves?

Glory 3 this is the Religion we muſt Rick ro 
in its Principles and Practices. We muſt not 
be Proteſtants in the Bark, and Papiſts in the 
Core ; Lambs and Doves withour, and Lions 
and Bears within. This is the Religion we 
muſt be faved by, and in this of all others is 
the {ureſt Path to Everlaſting Happineſs. 
Let me perſwade _ then, in the words bf 
the Apolile, 2 Tim. 1. 13. to bold faſt the 
form of ſound wortls, which you have heard in 
faith and love. 

In Faith towards'God , and Love towards 
man 3; or Feirh' in Chriſt, and Love to Chriſt ; 
or Faith, as com prebending the Credenda, and 
Love the Faciends of every Chriſtian. Theſe 
are the two tands with which you muſt hold 
faſt the Proteſtant Region.

r. Asit ſecures'our ſtanding : ; this is an 
hold-faſt Grace. Unbelief is 'the root of A- 
poftacy , but Faith'is the fpririg of Perſeve- 
rance.
